SENATE COMMITTEE 
REJECTS AMENDMENT 
TO COMMUNITY TAXES 


TEXAS AND SEVEN OTHER 
STATES WILL CONTINUE

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(/P)— 


Tho senate finance committQo re- 
jected today a proposed amend- 
ment to the now revenue bill which 
would have required the payment 
of taxes by the recipient on a" 
earned income In the eight com- 
munity property states. 
The action came on a vote of 


11 to 4. 
"Then that means the communi- 
ty property states can rest at ease 
for at least another 
year?" a 
newsman asked Chairman George 
(D-Va.) 
"That means they can rest at 


ease," responded George. 
Ho estimated that Inclusion of 
tho provision would have added 
approximately $85,000,000 in new 
revenue, based upon tho income tax 
rates set by the house. 
Committee mombors said the

The government's labor 


standard policy of the for- 
ty-eight hour 
week 
was 


subscribed to by the War 
and Navy Departments, the 
Maritime Commission, the 
Public Health Service, the 
Manpower Commission, the 
War Production Board, the 
Departments of Commerce 
and of Labor. This is a 
formidable 
group 
to 
be 


committed to a single pol- 
icy. The standards, as out- 
lined by the OWI, are as 
follows: 


1. For wartime produc- 


tion the eigh-hour day and 
the 48-hour week 
approx- 


imate the best 
working 


schedule for sustained ef- 
ficiency in most industrial 
operations. 


2. One scheduled day of 


rest for the individual in 
approximately every seven 
should be a universal and 
./ 
invariable rule. 


8. A 30-minute meal pe- 


riod is desirable. 


4. Vacations are conduc- 


ive to sustained production. 


This is not law, but the 


statement of a policy. These 
provisions have been dis- 
covered to give the best sus- 
tained production capacity. 
Men can work 60 to 65 
hours per week, sometimes 
jfiore, for short periods. But 
these periods are followed 


> 
by manifestations of intense 
fatigue, often leading to ac- 
cident. In short, the long 
hours do not pay, either for 
the man or for the general 
production. 


Sustained production is 


the great need. 
The man 


who works his eight hours 
a day, six days a 
week, 


with his seventh day of rest, 
with his good period of 
sleep 
following the job, 


with an occasional vacation 
In which he sees and thinks 
about something not con- 
nected with his job is the 
man who can keep the war 
production going until the 
war Is won. He gets his ba- 
sic pay for the forty hours, 
time-and-a-half for the ex- 
tra eight, and is not tempt- 
ed to stray to other plants. 


This is likely to be a long 


war. It is certainly a war 
exigent of manpower in the 
production plants. The man 
who works hard and well 
and stops in time gives the 
best results all along the

Russia cannot be conquer-

out of the windows onto the 
points of lances, hanging 
the corpses in public places 
where those who see may 
be warned. 


Russia cannot be starved 


out. It has endured famines j 
beyond the imagination of 
anyone in the w e s t e r n 
world. It has endured serf- 
dom and miseries beyond 
belief. 


But Russia rises again, | 


struggling always for foodj 
enough, for warmth and 
shelter, but never satisfied 
with these.

.••oursc, any Japanese occupation in 
the Aleutians Is a threat against 
Alaska and our West cost. These 
islands also lie across our commun- 
ications with Siberia, and our near- 
est air-route to Japan. If the Nlp-

tne hold might further discourage 
the Japs from

advanturo 


against Siberia.

WAR SAYS JESTER 
IN ADDRESS HERE 


CANDIDATE RAILROAD 
COMMISSIONER OPENED 
CAMPAIGN FRIDAY WGHT 


Seeing that oil !• produced AS H 


is needed—RB the moat vital factor 
in winning the war—In the htggent 
Job in Texas todny, and Beauford 
Jpster told his home town support- 
era Friday night that he wanted it. 


Opening his runoff campaign for 


the nnoxpired term on the Texas 
Railrond 
commission, Jester de- 


clared: 


"Oil 
ifl going to win this war, and 


Texas has 56 per cent of all th« otl 
In the United States. The blggeat 
war Job in Texas today to to see 
that this oil Is produced M ft It 
needed. That's the job I'm asking 
for." 


Speaking- in the neater 
of 
a 


county thflt gave him 70 per cent 
of its votps ki the first primary, 
Jester In H fighting 
speech 
de- 


clared that "oil to ammunition . . . 
and the railroad commission 
trols oil." 


"This is a war about oil, 


said, "for those who control oil can 
force their will upon those who do 
not. Mpnhnnized warfare such as 
that we fight today is fought with 
oil. It takes oil to keep our planes 
flying, to keep 
our 
tanks 
and 


trucks rolling to victory. It takes 
oil to put bombers over Tokyo and 
Berlin. 


ITrgf* Adequate Oil Supply. 


"Texas has that oil," Jester de- 


clared. "And I want the opportun- 
ity of serving on the railway com- 
mission to see to H that no plane 
shall ever want for gasoline, that 
no tank or truck she.fl ever be out 
of action for lack of oil and gas- 
oline." 


Reminding listeners of his own 


war experiences, Jester remarked: 


"I know what a battlefield 
Is 
like. I know that our soldiers must 
be carried to the front and kept 
supplied. OH—enough and on time 
—will do It. 


"It IB my idea a«d principle of 


conservation and proratlon that no 
war demand for oil or gasoline or 
lubricating oil or aviation gasoline 
shall go for one minute unfilled. 
Show me the demand for oil and I 
will vote to fill It, distributing the 
allowable fairly among the fields 
that produce the type of 
ofl re- 
quired," he stated. 
Benewed Pledge To Independent*. 


The Corsicana candidate renewed 
his pledge to Independent operators 
that probation laws would be en- 
forced In the light in whloh they 
were paeeed, "to protect the weak 
from the strong.** 
"I believe flrmfly," Jester stated, 
'In tho right of the state of Texas 
to control Us own oil f I old a and to 
say how much they shall produce.

In addition to hia demands 
for 


efficient and full-time attention to 
the oil regulatory problems of the 
commission, Jester pointed to the 
other functions of the agency. 


Transportation Important. 


"Never has transportation 
been 


more important In the history of 
Texas than it IB today," he 
de- 


clared. "I will give tho splendid 
men and women who run the trans- 
portation system of Texas ray ful- 
lest cooperation to help them in 
doing thefr Job for their state and 
nation." 


Jester pledged himself to a de- 


fense of franchise rights of motor 
transport agencies, saying he would 
vote to refuse other permits over 
routes covered aa long aa the pub- 
lic IB getting full, complete 
and 


adequate service. He then assured 
the public he would vote for grant- 
ing permits for additional 
lines 
where need was shown. 


One coordinated and 
complete 


transportation system, in which 
railroads, trucks and husoes would 
be used to supplement each other, 
was advocated by Jester. 


Fair and reasonable rates for the 


adequate 
transportation 
of food 


and fiber to markets were assured 
farmers, 
stockmen 
and 
poultry 
raisers of the state. 


Jester, who came back to Corsl- 
cana from ft tour of Northeast Tex- 
as to make his opening address, 
closed with a pledge of "clean, de- 
cent, faithful administration."
